eight hours by an agreement on u 
compromise statehood bill." 


This Is the prediction of one of the 


leaders in charge cf 
the 
omnibus 


•tatehood bill, mode last night after 
both sides had been In separate con- 
ferences at the Arlington hotel. 


Senator Quay had Senator Galllnscr 


and several other lieutenants In con- 
ference at his house. There were ex- 
changes of views and suRKcstlons be- 
tween the two camps and all admit 
that they made progress toward get- 
ting together. 


The opponents of statehood 
had 


some difficulty In getting their own 
wen to agree to a compromise. Sen- 
ators Beverldge and Nelson, who \yere 
In the beginning of the session put 
forward to fight against the statehood 
bill, are still on the firing line and not 
disposed to listen to the order of a 
cessation of hostilities. 


Opposes Compromise. 


Senator Nelson Is said to be par- 


ticularly opposed tii any romproml.se. 
He Is a. member of the committee that 
•went to the territories to take testi- 
mony and ho convinced himself them 
that neither Arizona nor New Mex- 
ico should be admitted to statehood. 


His speech against the statehood 


bill was the most voluminous of the 
session. 
He believes what he said 


(hen, and ho Is at present unwilling 
to compromise with the advocates of 
the omnibus bill. 


Democrats More Willing. 


Senator Quay is- more hopeful cf 


bringing the Democrats (o the accep- 
tance of a compromise bill, and Is urg- 
ing them tc accept It. 
Some of the 


Democratic leaders are willing to ac- 
cept the compromise offered by the 
Republicans, 
with 
certain 
minor 


changes. They want the proviso for 
the separation of Arizona from the 
proposed new state of .Montrziimu to 
be on the basis of 21)0,000 population, 
Instead of 300.000. as suggested by 
the Republicans; that there shall bo 
provision made for a census in 1905, 
instead of waiting for the census of 
1910, to determine the population of 
the new state, and that Arizona shall 
be allowed to vote on this question 
of separation alone, and not be de- 
pendent on the will of the majority of. 
the whole state of Montezumn. 


DELAY IN CONSTRUCTION. 


Secretary Mcody Gives Reasons Why 


Shipbuilding Lags. 


"Washington. Feb. 21!.—The presi- 


dent has been In correspondence with 
Secretary Moody respecting the delay 
In the construction of naval vessels. 
and the secretary has submitted a let- 
ter In the nature of a report to the 
president, including with it the chief 
constructor's report. These letters 
show that, "while the building of war- 
ships has been delayed, naval con- 
struction In the United States is not 
materially behind the naval construc- 
tion of England and Germany in the 
matter of time."

• adds that two months ago he directed

labor.

Tho fattening of KCCSMJ In large num- 


bers after the French plan of convert- 
ing; a largo part of the carcass Into dis- 
eased liver for tho favorite epicurean 
(Utility, pule do fol eras, or congested 
liver, has been tried In Uhodo Island 
with very unfavorable results. One 
feeder lost :!.<HX) from congestion of the 
liver within a week, and tho state ex- 
periment station Investigated tho ills- 
ease and called it "goose cepticiomla" 
ami recommended aw a prevention that 
the snrillnc-llkc confinement be aban- 
doned and the geese permitted to graze 
more or less. lint these feeders tin not 
want to prevent the disease, but want 
to know ut what period thereof to mar- 
ket or Kill. In tho case referred to they 
postponed marketing at least ono day 
too long. Hut we cannot see what dif- 
ference that ought to make. If the dis- 
eased livers are good for epicures who 
ape French customs, why should not 
these that die of the disease be just ns 
good, especially after putrefaction has 
set In. The genuine French epicure 
wants his goose "ripened" until It 
ttiniH green. Why should they object 
to putrid livers and why should Ameri- 
cans Imitators of French customs ob- 
JcctV—Farm and Hunch. 


Cinviipno I-'or riinltrj-. 


Homo nnd Farm gives this method of 


feeding cowpcas to poultry: "In each 
case the peas after maturity were 1ml- 
vcstcd and stored In dry lofts and 
thrown to the fowls In scratching pens, 
where they were scratched over and 
searched for during the whole day. 
After n few days tho egg supply very 
visibly Increased and within a few 
weeks almost doubled that from an 
equal number of hens kept In separate 
quarters and fed on other grains. Tho 
hens seemed to like the small branches 
and leaves, and would pnt every parti- 
cle except the hard, stiff stems. The 
general health of the flock was excel- 
lent, nnd not a single lien showed the 
least symptom of ailment during the 
winter season. Considering the ease 
with which cowpeas luay be raised it 
seems that every one should give them 
a test ns food for tho poultry. 


To Hold Ynnr EBB Market. 


When once n poultrymnn gets a repu- 


tation for Belling eggs that are guaran- 
teed to be good there Is no more trouble 
for him to hold his orders. Each year 
the writer Is adding to his business of 
supplying families with table eggs, and 
the secret of that increase In business 
Is due to the fact that we date each 
egg ns we take it from the nest nnd al- 
ways give the customers the freshest 
eggs we have on hand. The result Is 
that we have such n demand for eggs 
that we seldom have an epjf on hand 
that Is over three days old.—Farm, Gar- 
den and Poultry.

EXPLORERS 
SEEK KNOWLEDGE 


OF THE BURIED PAST. 


Two Days Spent With Prof. Petrle In 


the Libyan Hills—Tombs of Mythi- 
cal Kings Ransacked for Evidences 
of a Forgotten Civilization. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


O COUNTRY on the 
Mediterranean 
otters 


the traveler or student 
more striking contrasts 
and unique experiences 
than Egypt, and 
In 


Egypt nothing can be 
fount! so free, interest- 
ing and unusual as life 
In an excavating camp, 


where forces of native workmen dig 
. the desert sand*, under the direction 
of English and European experts, for 
the remains of qnclcnt civilization. 


A stroll over the rubbish heaps in 


tho direction 
of the semi-circle of 


Libyan hills toward the west, brought 
us In sight of Mace, an Oxonian of 
Keble college, whom we had met on 
tho Naples-Alexandria steamer. 
He 


was coming In to dinner after a good 
afternoon among the tombs, nnd going 
In with him we found Prof. Petrle, 
easily the greatest Egyptian excavator 
of this generation, who met us with 
all his characteristic cordiality. I'ttrlo 
is a large, 
powerful 
man, with 
a 


ttrong and attractive face, nnd a quick 
and pentmtlng look, evidently a nut- 
•oral leader, as indeed a successful 
excavator must be. He had boon in 
ramp but a day or so, but already had 
eighty men at work, and one of these 
fead.just struck some fine- bronze, in 
A trench opcneo close by. 
'' • PetHe went at once to the spot, and 
leaping Into the hole, threw oft his 
hat and began cafcfully to extricate 
the fragile lamps and pots, which had 
lain there for full 2,000 years. This 
seemed to mu a great flnd, but I soon 
observed that It aroused little Interest 
In the party, whose thoughts wer nil 
directed to a far more remote past, 
to •which the period of these bronzes 
was as yesterday. 


For Abydus was renowned through- 


oat antiquity as the burial place of 
Osiris, tho deified mythical king of the 
prehistoric Egypt, and the season's 
excavations were expected to throw 
some light upon a period tens of cen- 
turies before our era; upon the Egypt 
of tho earliest dynasties, when even 
the pyramid builders were yet unborn, 
and 
when, according 
to 
Egyptian 


legend, the gods moved among men. 


Petrle has for some seasons taken 


en, each winter, a set of men called 
Kuftls from their homo town, who, by 
reason of their experience with him 
tn digging, and a sense of 
personal 


loyalty, so natural in Arab 
peoples, 


prove more useful helpers than 
tho 


chance unemployed he might pick up 
about any excavating site. 


That evening I had a long talk in 


llace'» room. Mace assured us there 
•were plenty of jackals—"Jackics" the 
camp-called tbem—about, and I fell 
asleep expecting to sec one stick his 
head 
under the mat at 
the 
door, 


•where the brilliant desert moon made 
» square of light. But an occasional 
distant bowl was all we heard of them 
that night. 


We spent the next morning seeing 


the temples, the magnificent one of 
Sctl 1.. with Its seven sanctuaries, and 
an extra and liner ono for Osirio, ami 
above all Its famous "king's list," tho 
historical inscription known as 
the 


"tablet of Abydus." 
The afternoon 


-jras spent in climbing the steep sand- 
drifted sides ot the Libyan mountains 
and in viewing the broad valley 
ot 


the Nile from the barren, flint-strewn 
table-land, which makes the western 
horizon of the tourist on tho Nile. 
Sunset found us again at the camp. 


At 8 next morning my friend left us, 


letting off on an umpromlslng llttlo 
donkey for Uoliana and 
the 
Cairo 


train. Toe morning was spent with 
Jlace, who was working through somo 
pit tombs of 
tho twelfth dynasty 


about 2500 B. C. A central brick shaft 
opened into six grave chambers, threo 
en each side, and one above another. 
The pit was twenty feet deep; wo 
descended in clouds of dust and sand 
by means of a rope, and came up 
hand over 
hand, wlUi 
our 
knees 


against the sides, half choked 
with 


tho fine, penetrating dust and sand. 


In which the worshipers tised to bring 
their offerings, nnd leave them. Tho 
mound wus one of a scries, nil strewn 
with Innumerable potsherds nnd call- 
ed by the Arabs "Mother of Pots" in 
conncquonee. 


Here Petrie proposed to do tho prin- 


cipal work of the season nnd of somo 
following 
seasons, working on the 


tombs of the mythical kings, Osiris 
and the rest, whoso tomlm at Abydus 
made It the favorite burial place In 
Egypt, for what pious Egyptian would 
not. if It were possible, llnd his grave 
ir. that great cemetery which soon 
began to gather around the bones of 
the great Osiris? 


Meanwhile one of Mace's men. In 


beginning to turn up the bare surface 
of the desert in a new spot, had at the 
first stroke of his mattock unenrthod 
a handful of ushebtl, the little blue- 
flazo figures 
so often 
burled with 


Egyptian dead. The second stroke re- 
vealed another, the third another—In 
short, he had found n pocket of them, 
and he kept turning them up all day. 
Ho nnd his three helpers carried some 
bushels of them back to camp that 
night, and we young people spent the 
evening on the sand lloor of Mace's 
room counting the little 
doll-like 


things. • There turned out to be 1,- 
2SO of them, besides brol en ones, and 


Phllac Klostc. 


as they were all alike, and their scien- 
tific value was not. great, the Egypt 
exploration fn.id afterward presented 
one to each of that year's subscribers, 
while the lucky Arabs who lighted 
upon that pocket received an encour- 
aging bakshish. 


Next morning I was to be off. At 3 


my donkey, a stlrrupless, brldloless lit- 
tle beast was at the courtyard wall, 
and I took leave of my hospitable Eng- 
lish hosts and set off. 
We had eight 


miles to go nnd two hours to do It in 
—none too much with that donkey 
nnd donkey boy. 
To my surprise the 


boy drove the donkey back Into tho 
village, nnd Its owners 
demanded 


double what they had told All before 
they would let me start. Somo "Arab 
tactics" on my part soon made them 
a shade more reasonable; we agreed 
on a compromise amount, and I set 
off again with the beast and boy. But 
the resourceful Medfunitans had not 
yet played their last card. We had 
not gone half a mile when tho boy 
stepped In front of the donkey, throw 
up Its head and with the word "kcblr" 
(too far) gave up the contract. There 
was no tlmo to lose. 
It was eight 


miles to Ballana station, 
and 
tho 


chance of making the train In less 
than two hours seemed slim, but I 
uelzed it, and after a lino brisk tramp 
over tho magnificent plain, along a 
narrow winding path 
through 
the 


brown fields, with many Arab parties 
on donkeys, camels or on foot, I 
reached the Ballana station before 10. 
Many of the older Arabs whom I 
passed In that walk on their way to 


I some market day greeted mo with po- 
j liteness and offered me the use of their 
! animals, but camels and saddlelcss 
i donkeys had no attraction for me. 
I How I was to cross the canal troubled 
! mo a llttlo, but when I reached It I 
j found to my relief that an embank- 


ment of earth had been thrown across 


j it, doubtless for the crowds going to 
i the market town near by. 
On tho 


whole, I have no pleasantcr recollec- 
tion of Egypt than that glorious morn- 
ing walk across the plain of Abydus.
